The following are a few of the 
points covered in the pamphlet. In 
no way shomld the following be 
taken as being complete，Since 
thev_ were taken almost directly 
from the pamphlets，readers 
should consult the pamphlets 让 
they feel that they are faced with 
the same PrIoblem， 

HABITABILITY 

With the recent Greenie COUrIt 
ruling， the landlord，in renting a 
Place, must maintain the Place in 
a habitable condition as defined 
by the Housing Code. Under this 
decision，conditions such as the 
existence of rats and cockroaches， 
the lack of adeduate ventilation， 
absence of heat，or 3a nonfun- 
ctioning toilet would constitute a 
violation，thereby allowing the 
tenant the' right of withholdqing 
rent until the problem is corrected， 

DEFECTS 

On certain housing defects，the 
tenant has the right to， upon 
refusal by the landlord to correct 
the defect, take action by himself 
to Have it repaired and then to 
deduct the cost of repair from the 
Tent . 

To do this，the tenant should 
firstsubmit a written notice to the 
landlord about the defect.， IE no 
action is taken，he should then 
contact a building，inspector， to 
inmspect the' defect and to try and 
wet the landlord to make repairs， 
If still no_ reply comes，then the 
tenant can go _ ahead and have

Also, the 

whole process must be well-docu- 

mented with pictures of the 

defect，records of the inspection， 

receipts of the repair work，, etc. 

“BAD FAITH- 

Landlords have the power to 
increase Trent Without restriction 
unless the increase was done in 
“bad faith”. 

An example would be where the 
tenant calls the health department 
to _ insepct a possible code viola- 
tion，The inspector comes and 
acknowledges that a violation 
exists and orders the landlord to 
make repairs， Subsequently，the 
rent is doubled. 

In this instance, the tenant may 
take the case to court to have the 
rent increase blocked on grounds 
of bad faith ， 

DEPOSITS 

Many times, in renting a place， 
the landlord asks for ',a security 
deposit or a security fee to cover 
anvy damages that may oOccur 
while renting the place， If this 
payment is stipulated as a security 
deposit, the tenant is entitled to a 
refund 让 nothing has been dam- 
aged， If the payment was Stipu- 
lated as a feethen the money is 
non-refundable. 

Another fee that is sometimes 
required is a cleaning fee， This is 
also_ non-refundable and should 
not exceed roughly $50， 

PRIVACY 

Another problem that persists in 
Chinatown has been the violation 
of the tenants right to _ Privacy， 
The landlord feels that，since he 
ownsthebuilding, hehasthe right 
to enter the tenant'sroom when he 
Pleases， 二 

However，this reasoning is Dot 
valid，The only instances where 
the landlord mav enter the ten- 
antsroom without prior consent is 
im an emergency，to make neces- 
Sary Or agreed repairs or improve- 
ments，or to_ show the Place to 
Prospective or actual tenants， 
purchasers, Or workmen，

In order to evict a tenant，the 
landlord mast obtain a court 
judgmentto have the Sheriftf come 
and evict Vvou. Failure to pay rent 
is one of the grounds for eviction. 

If the landlord attempts to evict 
the tenant by locking the tenant 
out of his room，the landlord is 
committing trespass，The tenant 
shouldq_ call the police to get a 
report ”that forcible entry has 
taken place. He can mext sue for 
damages， : 

The same applies when the 
landlord _ attempts to evict by 
cutting oftthe utilities.

BERKELEY 一 Fears that the 
planet may be coming apart in 3 
thundering ， storm of tremors 一 


with the U.S$. West Coast an 
imminent next victim 一 are 
groundless， _ according to one 


quake expert here. 

What appears to be a quake 
epidemic， Says William Cloud， 
earthquake researcher at the Uni- 
versity of Californias Berkeley 
Seismographic Station， is actually 


nothing more than increased news -Cloud says， where the 


attention given normal quakes 
that happened to cause unusually 
heavy loss of life. 

The recent Chinese and Phili- 
ppine earthquakes，said Cloud， 
occurred in two densely populated 
areas known to shake frequently 
and violently. Most Asian quakes， 
he said，occur in sparsely popu- 
lated areas and are little noticed， 

MASSIVE 

The August quakes struck both 
regions with massive force and in 
places where urban centers made 
vulnerable targets for crushing 
devastation . 

More than 25,000 persons have 
died in earthquakes this year， 
according to U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey_ data 一 not including heavy 
fatalities suffered in huge Soviet 
and Chinese quakes where igures 
werenot available. 

Nonetheless，Cloud says，the 
frequency and strength of this 
vears quake totals are not un- 
usual. 

Measured for damage， 
however，1976 quakes are the 
most costly since 1970. That year 
67,000 lost their lives when a 
normal number of quakes hit 
viciously at heavily settled regions 
in Peru and Turkey. 

PLATE THEORY 

A leading but recent theory of 
earthquakes 一 called the Plate 
tectonic theory 一 holdqs that the 
earth's land masses sit atop a set of 
huge plates that move around ever 
so Slowly. That，according to the 
theory，can give rise to tremen- 
dous pressure points that occa- 
sionally _ break free with poten- 
tially city-wrecking violence. 

The north China coast and the 
Philippine Islands, Cloud says，are 
both situated on Asian Plate 
margins 一 where historys most 
devastating quakes have struck， 

A 13th_ century .quake killed 
100,000 Chinese. A 16th century 
Chinese tremor killed 830,000， 
Japan suffered 143,000 deaths in 
1923,， and a year later a Chinese

SEAM 

The West Coast of the United 
States is also along a plate seam， 
Pacific 
plate grinds mightily against the 
northwest-moving North Ameri- 
can plate. 

But earthquake frequency along 
the North American Plate，Cloud 
savs, is entirely unconnected with 
that along the Asian plate. There- 
fore，even 这 earthquake activity 
did pick up in Asia，there would 
be no reason to Predict an 
associated increase along the U.3，

Galled to be a missionary in 
Hong Kong, Thorne arrived in the 
colony with no _ knowledge of 
Chinese. “LI learned Spanish in 
school，and that hardly PrIepared 
me for my work in Hong Kong,、 
said he. 

He started learning Chinese as 
soon as he arrived in Hong Kong. 

“上 Evervdav I had to put aside 
several hours for language instruc- 
tion. Sometimes as manv as eleven 
hours. ”Thorne said. “The lan- 
guage program is more intensive 
than the one I had in Canada.

said，Thorne said,“but the reply 
wasusuallv lost.” 


During the eighteen years in 
Hong Kong, Thornes family evol- 
ved around the Chinese janguage. 
His two daughters were born there 
and attended Chinese schools， 
When thev jeft Hong Kong in 
1974，his oldqest girl，geoing to 
fourth grade，knew about 1,.000 
characters， His vounger daughter 
barelv knew how to speak English 
andhad qifficujtv in communica- 
ting with her grandmother xvhen 
she came from Canada for a visit. 
His wife also picked up quite a 
number of Chinese _ characters 
through- helping the girls with 
their homework. The family spoke 


Chinese at home because Thorne: 


knew that his children would pick 
up English verv easily and quickly 
whereas the opportunity of learn- 
ing Chinese might not be offered 
to them again 让 they returned to 
Canada， 


OVERT 

Speaking about his missionary 
WOIrK, Thorne said thbat he had not 
received any overt Tejection while 
doing door-to-door preaching. He 
Said that there has been some 
parental Pressures because “no 
material gain is seen from being a 
convert and the parents are afraid
